Must Reveal All Treaties. 

All treaties must be published and 
may not conflict with the principles 
of the league. A state breaking its 
agreements can be expelled from the 
league. 

Affairs of the league will be admin- 
istered by an assembly consisting of 
three representatives of each of the 
nations—with but; one vote for each 
power—and a council comprising one 
representative of each of the five great 
powers, and each of the four other 
powers. Representation on the coun- 

‘cil may be increased by unanimous 
consent. Both bodies will meet at 
stated intervals. 

A state may withdraw from the 
league by giving two years’ notice.

Commune in Munich. 

BERNE, April 12.—[By the United 
Press. ]—A second revolution within 
twenty-four hours has resulted in re- 
establishment of a communist dictator- 
ship in Munich, according to dis- 
patches from that city tonight. While 
advices were more or less confusing, 
the situation apveared to be as follows: 

After recapturing the city yesterday 
and overthrowing the soviet republic, 
the Socialisis attempted to effect a 
compromise with the communists. This 
failed, and during the night the com- 
munists seized control again by force, 
capturing nineteen hostages, including 
police officials. 

A new communist dictatorship was 
established today, consisting of five 
Soldiers and five workmen. A brick- 
layer named Poltz is president. 

Civil War in Bavaria. 


BERLIN, April 12.—[{By the Associ- 
ated Press.]—Civil war in Munich is 
regarded as imminent following the 
action of the communists in deposing} _D 
‘the revolutionary council republic. 

Three would-be governments are now 
in existence in Bavaria. 

The first act of the communists was 
the creation of a council of ten, which 
Was proclaimed in power. Armed bands 
then stormed the police stations, dis- 
arming the police and arresting several 
Officers as hostages. The communists 
were aided by the Russian bolshevik 
leader, “Dr. Levien, who recently re: 
turned from Russia.

-“It would be far better for us. for 
the allies to keep the former '§ kaiser 
than to return him to us because we 
should not know what to do with’ him. 
We do not desite his return -to Ger- 
many. 

“Rather than discuss the abeation 
of the destiny of the kaiser. the:allied 
conference at Paris should. hasten to 
make favorable peace terms aS soon 
as possible, because our women and 
children are starving. We _ need, -first 
of all, food, and as quickly ‘as possible;

“Because British spies with their 
propaganda,” he said, “had a better 
opportunity to work among sailors 
than soldiers. Sailors, like everybody 
else, get into mischief when they have 
nothing to do. 

“It was very tedious waiting at 
Kiel to go*to sea. The men got out of 
hand when the ships had been lying 
in port so long. 

“We could not hae them aboard 
continually. They became _ restless, 
irritable, and) hung around resorts on 
shore where propaganda from the 
enemy was put into their hands and 
the ringleaders of the revolution had 
an opportunity to argue with them.

His Pet Atrocity.

“It was ridiculing a thing which to 
us was emblematic of bravery.” said 
the captain.

Charge Troops from Ohio, 


Baker’s State, Are 


Rushed to Homes.

New York, April 12.—[Special.]—The 
Cunard liner Pannonia, with 2,257 
troops aboard, most of whom were offi- 
cers and men of the Bighty-fifth divi- 
sion mobilized at Camp Custer, dock 
here today. The troops are practical- 
ly all from Michigan and Wisconsin, 
with a scattering of Illinois men. 

The arrival of 2,257 men on the Pan- 
nonia raises the number of Michigan 
and Wisconsin troops held in camps 
about New York to approximately 20,- 
000. Because of a shortage of tourist 
cars, 403 officers and 17,902 men from 
Michigan and nearby states have béen 
held in camps near here for severa! 
weeks. The men are charging that the 
delay in sending them home is due to 
the fact that troops from Ohio, which 


is Secretary Baker’s home state, have | 


not only been taken home ahead of 

schedule, but that they have even been 

transported to their own home towns. 
Charge Ohio Troops Favored. 

Officers from Michigan who have 
been held here for days declared today 
that 475 tourist cars have been tied 
up for ten days in transporting Ohio 
troops from this port to their homes. 
They charge favoritism is being shown 
the Ohio troops. 

In addition to the men held here, 
there are said to be 2,000 Michigan 
troops held in camps near Newport 
News. 

As THE TRIBUNE has already stated, 
several thousand. Illinois troops have 
also been held for a considerable length 
of time in eastern camps. These troops 
will all be sent home during the com- 
ing week, however. The thirty-seven 
officers and 1,100 men of the Seventy-

Parents Cannot Learn 
Whether Son Is Dead 


—_or Alive. 
igi. 


For six months relatives and friends 
have been endeavoring to learn wheth- 
er Corporal Fred D. Stevenson, ma- 
chine gun company, One Hundred and 
Thirty-second infantry, is dead or 
alive. 

In the way of official red tape, volum- 
inous correspondence that gets no- 
where, and contradictory statements 
from various Washington bureaus and 
army officers it is one of the most re- 
markable cases of the war. 

The parents are Agnes and Homer 
A. Stevenson of 3208 Park avenue. He 
jis their only son. He arrived in 
France May 24, 1918, with Col. Abel 
Davis’ regiment. The parents heard 
from him regularly. The last letter 
was dated Oct. 3. After that he wrote 
no more. 

Letter from Davis. 

The case is best set forth in the 
chronological sequence of its  corre- 
spondence. The first letter the parents 
received was from Col. Abel Davis. It 
was dated Nov. 10, 1918, and informed 
them that their son had been wounded 
Oct. 10, but that the colonel “ hoped 
for an early recovery.” 

*“ Seeking further details, the parents 
wrote to Acting Adj. Gen. P. C. Harris, 
Washington, D. C. Under date of Dec. 
16, 1918, the general wrote that Corp. 
Stevenson had been wounded, degree 
undetermined, Oct. 18, but that he 
“hoped he had recovered sufficiently 
by that time to write himself.” 

Still no definite word came, so they 
communicated with Adj. Gen. M. F. 
Cronin, Washington. In a letter dated 
Jan. 18, 1919, he wrote that “no fur- 
ther information has been received 
concerning Corp. Stevenson.” 

Reported “On Duty.” 

They next tried the American Red 
Cross, bureau of communication, 
»Vashington. On Feb. 5, 1919, they re- 
ceived the following telegram from the 
Red Cross: 

“Cable from Paris reports that Corp. 
Stevenson is well and on duty with 
Company F, One Hundred and Thirty- 
second infantry.” 

Another communication from the 


Red Cross was received March 12. Iti 


set forth that there was “no further 
information concerning Corp. Steven- 
son, save that he was absent on sick} 
leave in the One Hundred and Twenty- 
ninth field hospital after being wound- 
ed Océ. 18, 1918.” 

Meantime friends had written to his 
company commander and had received 
a letter dated March 2 from Acting 
Capt. O. J. Dorman. It read: 

“ All the information we have is that 
he reached ‘the first aid station in the 
vicinity of Septsarges Oct. 10, about 
2p. m. He was wounded in three 
places and severely gassed. We have 
obtained no further information.” 

Hear of His Death. 

Mrs. Stevenson on March 27 received 
from the adjutant general’s office at 
Washington a telegram reading that 
“it is officially reported that Private 
Fred D. Stevenson, infantry, died. Date 
and cause of death to be determined.” 

And now comes the official report of 
the regiment by its commanding officer, 
Col. Davis. It is dated March 24, 1919. 
and carries the names of each officer 
and enlisted man, dead. Corporal 
Stevenson’s name is not carried. 

However, in an official order issued 
by the One Hundred and Thirty-second 
regimental headquarters Jan. 13, Cor- 
poral Stevenson is mentioned as one 
of those “entitled to wear wound chev- 
rons, having been wounded at Verdun 
Oct. 10.” 

No Word from Soldier. 

And still no word from Stevenson. 
Last Saturday the mailman brought 
to the Stevenson home eighty-two let- 
ters. Each had been addressed “ Cor- 
poral Fred D. Stevenson, machine gun 
company, One Hundred and Thirty- 
second infantry.” They were letters 
written by the parents and friends 
from Sept. 8 to Jan. 15. 

Each bore the notation from the regi- 
mental postmaster in red ink: 

“No record.” 

And from the One Hundred and 
Twenty-ninth field hospital, where Cor- 
poral Stevenson was reported by the 
Red Cross, has come word he is not 
there,

“Ordered, that the city of Chicago 
immediatcly proceed to take immediate 
action in bringing about this great 
constructive work which will bring re- 
lief to the existing deplorable condi- 
tions; and be it further 

“Ordered, that the council commit- 
tee on loca] transportation be and it 
is hereby directed to call a special meet- 
ing to give consideration to the adop- 
tion of the necessary ordinances which 
would bring about the establishment 
of subways, etc., and that at said meet-

made: One ounce of butter, one yolk 
of egg, one ounce of cheddar cheese, 
one dessertful of chopped parsley, cay- 
enne, and salt, a little cream. The 
directions for finishing the whole after 
the beans are done are: “ Melt the but- 
ter in a pan; add all the other ingredi- 
ents, and shake over the fire until the 
beans are well coated with the mix- 
ture, without allowing it to boil. Dish 
and garnish with toasted bread.” 

This would give a sort of stew, but 
we can get a simpler stew or several 
varieties of bean stew from one cook- 
ing of beans, by changing our season- 
ings. The simplest is to add salt at 
the last of the cooking, and then to 
butter our beans merely. 

Beans so cooked make an excellent 
foundation for loaves, croquettes, me- 
dallions, cutlets, etc., and you can have 
your guests guessing as to what the 
foundation is, if you will cook the 
dainty navy beans as they should be 
cooked. Overcooked, they may cause 
discomfort. Cooked in this simplest 
Way, especially with the skins sieved 
out, they are just as digestible as 
mashed potato. 

To make a loaf that will stand up 
well we need about one cup of dry fine 
bread crumbs to two cups of bean 
pulp—beans drained and liquid saved 
for soup before mashing—and one cup 


for a sort of loaf that is a bit unusual. 
Since celery flavor is more sugges- 
tive of chicken than that of any other 
vegetable, let the white sauce have 
that flavor and for two cups prepare 
as follows: 

Melt two tablespoons of butter in a 
se’icepan and add to it from one-half 
cup to a cup of finely cut up celery, 
some young onion tops cut fine, and 
other seasonings to taste. Cover the 
saucepan and over the least of fires 
but enough to cook the vegetables let 
them cook till tender, which will often 
be in five minutes, because the fat is 
hotter than water, but do not allow to 
brown. When these are tender add 
six level tablespoons of flour and stir 
all together. To this add two cups 
of milk. Add but a few drops of the 
milk at first, or enough to take up the 
flour and make a smooth mass. Then 
add the rest of the milk and stir until 
the whole thickens. Cook for five or 
ten minutes or more and strain while 
hot. Salt lightiy just before removing 
from fire. 

Use one cup of this sauce with the 
bean pulp, and to the other add one- 
half cup of aspic or seasoned gelatin. 
Make a nice vegetable aspic as fol- 
lows: Pour a cup of boiling water on 
one-half cup of vegetable gelatin anc 
let stand twenty minutes. Drain and 
cook till it dissolves in any kind of 
stock, two cups of seasoned meat stock 
or the same amount of vegetable stock. 
Skim carefully and stir frequently 


Strain and use in cooking the gelatin. 
There should be an umple two cups if 
the vegetables are rightly cooked. 

To put together the loaf and to mold 
and garnish it, proceed as follows: Mix 
the two cups of bean pulp, one cup ef 
well seasoned and cold white sauce (i. 
binding sauce) and one cup of dry fine |’ 
bread crumbs. Pour a little of the plain 
aspic into the bottom of a small bread | 
pan, and as it cools, also coat the 
sides, if you can manage it. Put in the 
prepared bean pulp, packing well, and

If chintz is 
employed lavishly there must be sev- 
eral chairs covered with plain color to 
give a more solid note. Too much do- 
sign is bewildering to the eye. Glazed 
chintz window shades are suitable only 
for the country home. To apply them 
is an overeffort. 

If curtains at French doors and 
windows are extremely plain and mod- 
est a bit of gayety can be supplied 
by new tie backs. The interior deco- 
rators are having a lot of fun with 
tie backs.

THE FUTURE OF RUSSIA. 


What lies before Russia and a good part of cen- 
tral and eastern Hurope? é 

Lenine and the other extreme radicals think it is 
@.socia] millennium. The American and British peo- 
ple, if they have not forgotten their own history, 
will know better. 

What lies before the “oe a and other peoples 
of Europe who have been suddenly released from 
ol4 forms of authority by the shock of the world 
war is not the millennium of a long and beneficent 
peace guarded by ideal justice and progress, but 
centuries of recurrent disturbance and education in 
self-control and self-government. 

Lenine, the theorist, hopes at one vault to leap 
the process of centuries. He proposes to place 


* in the hands of the Russian people powers that it 


has taken other peoples centuries of effort and 
self-education to learn how to use with even a 
moderate degree of intelligence. We do not placea 
child of 14 in the premiership or the presidency. 
Yet the millions of Russians, 85 per cent illiterate, 


and guiltless of any experience in political or eco- 4 


nomic affairs, he endows not only with suffrage 
but proposes to put them in charge of the whole 
economic activities of their country. 

The mass of Russians are today not tin advance 
of the English people of the middle ages. In the 
thirteenth century, when the English barons were 
wresting Magna Charta from the autocrat John 
Plantagenet, Russia was overrun by Tartar no- 
mads. In the centuries since that time the Rus- 
sians hardly moved, while the English people, 
through constant struggles, civil war after civil 
war, change after change, experiment after experi- 
ment, failure after failure, were evolving their in- 
stitutions, and, what was more important, establish- 
ing in the national mind and character the habits of 
thought and action which are necessary to make 
@ people fit to govern themselves. 

The English had the beginnings of a parliament 
at the end of the thirteenth century, while Russia 
was a system of nomad principalities. She had her 
Socialist Wat Tyler, and his people’s revolt a cen- 
tury later. While the English peasant was in his 
golden age, the fifteenth century, Russia was ap- 
prdaching serfdom. While the English were win- 
ning their petition of right, setting up a common- 
wealth, and advancing the powers of parliament, 
Russia was living under her despots without ex- 
perience except that of different degrees of tyr- 
anfiy, and in, the very year that Peter the Great 


“&scended the throné> 1689, the English revolution 


made away with the last shred of autocracy, and 
parliamentary government was perfected by the 
invention ~£ the cabinet system. 

The English people had spent their blood again 
and again to gain these advances, and it was not 
till this revolution of the seventeenth century that 
the English people won the wisdom and the power 
to -proceed without bloodshed. From this point 
steadily 
without civil wars and accomplishing revolutionary 
changes in government without revolution. 

Parallel this history or our own with that of the 
Russian people. Serfdom did not end in Russia till 
the. middle of the last century, and the first duma 
satin 1906. Both that body and its successors were 
remarkable chiefly for their futility, and this was 
net because of the power of the autocracy so much 
as-because of the inexperience and impracticality of 
the representatives of reform. Behind these ideal- 


ists and theorists stood no army of intelligent citl- 


zens, but millions of men and women who could 
not-read and who dwelt inertly in the state of primi- 
tive darkness which had held them and their an- 
-cestors throughout recorded time. 

Since then the autocracy has been overthrown 
and the Russian people conceive themselves free. 
But no people are or can be free unless they possess 
knowledge and experience enough to keep them- 


_ selves free, to pass themselves upon policy, to de- 


cide for themselves what is best for them, to run 
their own institutions, to criticize and select their 
own agents. The Russians have cast off one form 
of tyranny, a dark, and cruel, and stupid tyranny. 
But they find themselves, after months of blood- 
‘shed and destruction, under the government of an- 
other. Their new despot calls himself the instru- 
ment of the people, but he cannot be anything but 
their ruler until they know enough to rule them- 
selves. “The dictatorship of the proletariat” is a 
phrase which may hide the reality from the Rus- 
sian people, but does not alter it. It is realities, 
not phrages, they must deal with, and the chief of 
these is their own lack of preparation for the re- 
sponsibilities their theorizing, inexperienced lead- 
ers have thrust upon them. Before them lies a long 
and arduous road which they must travel with 
blood and sweat for many generations. Freedom 
must be earned by those who would keep it. Free 
institutions cannot operate or exist unless the peo- 
ple who are to’ live under them understand them 
and have learned to operate and protect them. 
The peoples of eastern, and a good part of cen- 
tral, Europe must fight their way upward for gen- 
erations.

STATE POLICE PROTECTION. 

From the report of the Pennsylvania state police 
we find that 225 convictions for rape have been pro- 
cured in the last ten years. This one item should 
be convincing argument that the farmers of IIli- 
nois are éntitled to adequate protection against va- 
grant criminals. 

There has been some opposition to Senator Dun- 
lap’s bill creating a state police department; a few 
labor men have expressed the fear that such a 
force would tend to become a power in the hands 
of employers. 

There is nothing to support the argument. In 
the first place the bil) provides that the state police 
cannot be used on strike duty without the express 
direction of the governor. If the governor finds 
that laws are being broken by mob rule surely no 
union man expects to stand in the way of the 
restoration of order. 

As proof of the disinterestedness of the state po- 
lice in labor matters it may be cited that in the 


constabulary have been used only eight times on: 


strike duty—less than one per cent of their time: 


devoted to this phase of police work. On the other 
hand 99 per cent of their time has been devoted to 
general duties. 

Rural communities are at the mercy of hdodlums 
and criminals. It is not difficult for robbers to steal 
a swift motor car, enter a small and unprotected 
hamlet, break the bank and flee before help can 
be summoned. Small banks have been known‘ to 
be robbed under the very eyes of helpless citizens. 
A state police system with a plan of communica- 
tions and a thorough knowledge of the roads would 
be able to cut off and capture the speediest auto | 
bandits. 

Farmers’ wives have too long been at the mercy 
of criminals. The record of convictions in Pennsyl- 
vania quoted above is suggestive of their danger. 
It is hardly fair for cities to be protected by trained 
police while the rural districts are forced to rely on 
an occasional constable whose relation to the pres- 
ervation of law and order is purely incidental to 
his business. 

State police means state security. With a new 
system of roads it is conceivable that the dangerous 
motor car will need watching. Cars will be more 
easy to steal and thus it becomes more easy to 
rob small banks. There is no protection against 
outlawry in isolated sections at present. With 
state police we shall have some guarantee. Sena- 
tor Dunlap’s bill should be passed. |

HE life insurance companies some- 
times complain that they -have not 
gotten much benefit from the great 
reduction in death rates of the 

last half century. They say the im- 
provement has been In death rates among 
children—that the rates among men and 
women past 40 have not greatly im- 
proved. There are some insurance com- 
panies which issue policies on the lives 
of children. Those companies have been 
the beneficiaries. 


Most of the companies, however, carry 
the bulk of their risks, on men over 40. 
The health authorities come back by say- 
ing that the insurance companies which 
insure children have helped te make 
child life safer, but that the insurance 
companies catering to adults have taken 
no part in health campaigns, have not 
even watched over the health of their 
policyholders; only a few of them offer 
their policyholders periodic stock taking, 
physician and laboratory examinations, 
and even those have but recently begun 
Offering the service, 

The insurance companies come back 
with an acknowledgment of the facts, 
but they claim that the dieases which 
they are intefested in are in great meas- 
ure due to bad habits and that they hes- 
itate to interfere in any way with the 
habits of their policyholders. To their 
credit it can be said that they are be- 
ginning to complain about the interfer- 


to take notice of work for health promo- 
tion, and to investigate the harm done 
by bad habits. | 


Last year Dr. J. H. Kellogg was invit- 
ed to address the National Association 
of Underwriters on the relation of habits 
to life expectancy. He told his audience 
that much of the Bright’s disease, heart 
disease, high blood pressure, apoplexy, 
angina pectoris, and diabetes was the 
result of bad habits. 

Lander Brunton says of this: “I am 
perfectly sure that there is room for tm- 
provement to the extent of something 
like 100 per cent in all our living condi- 
tions; that there is room for improve- 
ment of 100 per cent in the average dura- 
tion of life; that there is room for im- 


age physical capacity for work; that 
there is room for an improvement of 
100 per cent fn the happiness and use- 
fulness of the average life in the com. 
munity.” 
Dr. Kellogg says: “ Scientific research 
has informed us that man is naturally 
a long lived animal, his span of life nor- 
mally reacifing to a hundred years and 
beyond. .. . It is largely through 
faulty habits that we are robbed of about 
one-half our heritage.

He 
thoroughly indorses the opinion that pol- 
sons produced in the intestine by bacte- 
rial action cause a rise in blood pressure, 
and he claims that a vegetarian diet re- 
duces the amount of these poisons in the 
urine, 
On the subject of constipation he says: 
“ Neglect of the bowels has become al- 
most universal among civilized people. 
It is one of the consequences of.our in- 
door life. The civilized colon is house 
brgken like our pet dogs and cats. A 
neentrated diet and neglect to respond 
promptly to the call*of nature are with- 
out doubt the chief primary causes of 
the chronic constipation which has be- 
come almost universal among civilized 
people and has made after dinner pills, 
effervescent salts, or mineral water an 
appendix to the nationa) bill of fare.” 
His remedy is to train oneself to sev- 
eral bowel movements a day. It is not 
a dificult matter to make use of the nat- 
ural tendency of the intestines to become 


active soon after eating to establish 


three bowel movements a day as a habit. 
The eating of bran and other rough 
foods, of vegetables and fruits, and the 
free drinking of water are of assistance 
in establishing this habit. 


Diabetes is recognized as being a re- 
sult of faulty eating habits. The exces- 
sive use of sugar and bread is largely 
responsible for this disease. One reason 
women are more subject to diabetes than 
men is because they eat twre candy. 

We do not have much scurvy, rickets, 


and beri-beri !n this country, but we) 


have more of them in milder formes than 
we have any idea of. A good many peo- 
ple come out of the winter very slightly 
scurvied, and quickly become normal 
when they go on a diet ef gurden vegeta- 
bles. Likewise many of the neurailgic 
pains of the spring are mild manifesta- 


tions of beri-beri and yield to the spring | 


change of diet. 

Kellogg states that in 1817 we made or 
imported two-thirds of an ounce of pure 
alcohol, seven. grains of nicotine, and 
ten grains of caffein for each inhabitant 
in this country. “al 


One of the bad habits for which we 
pay the penalty in elevated death rates 
is the tobacco habit. Vital statistics re- 
cord no deaths against tobacco, yet Nor- 
ris says: “ Tobacco should be forbidden 
Or its consumption limited when (1) we 
wish to spare the hearit—in heart, kidney, 
or lung disease, (2) in high blood pres- 
sure, and (3) in hardening of the ar- 
teries.”’ Alcohol he dismisses with a sin- 
gle paragraph because he says it is “in 
a fair way to be eliminated from human 
Bociety.” Both tea and coffee drinking 
raise the blood pressure. 

Speaking generally, the habits of wom- 
en are better than those of men. They 
smoke and drink less, they work less 
hard, they keep better hours, and they 
sleep more. They suffer the perils of 
child bearing, but these are less than 
the hazards of the occupation of the 
males plus the results of their less com- 
mendable habits. In consequence of all 
this the death rates of females are lower 
than those of males. More females be- 
come centenarians, more reach thfee- 
score and ten, and more enter a serene 
old age. While the better habits of the 
female are an important factor, it is not 
the whole explanation. The death rates 
of boys in childbirth, of boys under 1 
week old, under 1 month old, and under 
1 year old are all higher than those of 
girls of the same ages. Perhaps the boys 
recognize the handicap at once upon ar- 
riving and give up the fight. 

One reason for the greater longevity 
of women that is argued by Kellogg is 
that women smoke less than men. He 
connects the increased mortality from 
disease of the bloodvessels in thfs coun- 
try with our increased use of tobacco. 
The two have increased proportionately. 
In Great Britain, where the national 
consumption of tobacco is stationary, the 
mortality rate from bloodvessel disease 
is likewise stationary. 

Consumption is coming under control 
because it is being combated. Possibly 
the same amount of agitation, education, 
and training will bring Bright's disease, 
heart disease, diabetes, and disease of 
the bloodvessels also under control.

AINTED music, The common identity of the Seven 
Arts was a master theory of Richard Wagner and a 
theory he endeavored his life long to put into prac- 

tic OW alter Pater, in his ewsay on “ The School of Gior- 
gione.” nas dweit upon the same theme, declaring music 
gne archetype of the arts. In his “ Essays Speculative” 

John Addington Symonds has said some pertinent things 
on the subject. Camille Mauclair, in “ Idées Vivantes,” 
seriously proposed a scheme for the fusion of the arts. The 
fusion.is to be cerebral, as the social mingling of sculpture, 
architecture, music, drama, acting, painting, and dancing 
could never evoke the sensation of unity. Not thus is 

synthesis a be attained. It must be the “idea” of the 
arts rather than their material blending. A pretty chimera! 
yet one that his piqued the attention of artists for cen. 
turies. It was the half-crazy E. T. W. Hoffmann, composer, 
gramatist, painter, poet, stage manager, and a dozen other 
professions, including those of genius and drunkard, who 

get off a train of fireworks that dazzled the brains of Poe, 
paudelaire, and the later symbolists. 


Persons who hear painting, see music, touch poems, taste 
gymphonies, and write perfumes are now classed by the 
psychical police as decadents, though such notions are as 
old as art and literature. In his “ L’Audition Celorée” 
puarez de Mendoza has said that the sensation of color hear- 
jng, the faculty of associating tones and colors, is often a 
consequence of an association of ideas established in youth. 
The colored vowels of Arthur Rimbaud, which should be 
taken as a poet's crazy prank; the elaborate treatises by 
René Ghil. which are terribly earnest; the casual remarks 
that one hears, such as “scarlet is like a trumpet blast "— 
jt was scarlet to the young Mozart; certain pages of Huys- 


' mans and Mallarmé, all furnish examples of the curious 


muddling of the five senses and the mixing of artistic 
genres. Naturally, this confusion has invaded all critcism, 
which, limited in imagery, seeks to transfer the technical 
terms of one art to another. 
HISTLER, with his nocturnes, color notesy sym- 
phonies in rose and silver, his color sonatas, boldly 
annexed well worn musical phrases that, in their 
new estate, took on fresher meanings, while remaining 
Modern com- 
posers have retaliated. Musical impressionism is enjoying 
its vogue and the new poetry is desperately pictorial. Soul- 
landscapés and etched sonnets are titles not .unpleasing 
tothe ear. Whatif they do not mean much! There wasa 
time when to say “she had a sweet voice” aroused a smile. 
What has sugar to do with sound? It may be erratic 
symbolism, this mélange of terminologies, yet, occasionally, 
jt strikes sparks. 
There is a deeply rooted feeling that the arts have a 
common matrix, that, emotionally, they are akin. “ Her 


glow smile” in fiction has had marked success, but when 


I wrote of the “slow Holland landscape” the phrase was 
suspiciousiy regarded. (1 probably found it in Verlaine 
or Gustave Kahn.) The bravest critic of the arts was 
Huysmans, who pitched pell-mell into the hell-broth of 
his ertitiques any image that assaulted his fecund brain. 
He forces us to see his pictures; for he was primarily con- 
cerned with the eye, not the ear. Flaubert represents in 
fis highest estate a fusion of sound and sense and seeing; 
he was both auditive and visualist. His prose sings, while 
its imagery sharply impinges upon the optic nerve. Nor 
are taste and smell neglected—recall the very flavor of 
arsenic that killed Emma RBovary or the scents of the 
woodland where that adorable girl lingered with her lover. 
Joined to those evocations of the five senses there is a 
classic balance of sentence, phrase, paragraph, page; the 
syntactic architecture is:magnificent, though not excelling 
the eloquent Bossuet or the pictorical Chateaubriand as 
to complex, harmonious structure. These three great 
French writers had polyphonic mindg, and their books and 
the orations of the superb Bossuet englobe a world of 
ideas and sensations, music and painting. 

And Botticelli? Was Botticelli a “comprehensive,” as 
those with the sixth or synthetic, sense have been named 
by Lombroso-Levi? Beginning as a goldsmith’s apprentice 
(Botticello, the little bottle), Botticelli as a painter became 
the most original in al] Italy. His canvases possess powers 
of evocation. He was a visionary, this Sandre Filipepi, 
pupil of the mercurial Fra Lippe Lippi and of the brothers 
Poliajuolo, and his vision must have been. something more 
than paint and pattern. 

A palimpsest may be discerned by the ‘maginative— 
rather let us say, fanciful, since Coleridge set forth the 
categories—whose secrets are not to be easily deciphered, 
and are something more than those portrayed on the flat 
surfaces of his pictures. Like most artists of his period 
he painted the usual number of Madonnas; nevertheless, 
he did not convince his world, or succeeding generations, 
that his piety was orthodox. During his lifetime suspected 
of strange heresies, this annotator and illustrator of Dante, 
this disciple of Savonarola, is now definitely ranged as a 
spirit saturated with paganism, and yet a mystic. Does 
not the perverse clash in such a temperament produce 
exotic dissonances? 

LL Florence was a sounding board of the arts when 
Botticelli paced its narrow streets and lived its splen- 
did, colored life. His sensitive nature absorbed, as does 


& Sponge water, the impulses and motives of his contem- 


poraries. The secrets lurking in the “ new learning "—doc- 
trines that made for damnation, such as the recrudescence 
of the medieval conception of an angelic neuter host, 
neither for heaven nor hell, not on the side of Lucifer, nor 
yet with the starry hosts—were said to have been m‘rrored 
in his pictures. Its note is in “ Citta di Vita,” In the here- 
fies of the Albigenses, and it may well go back to Origen. 
Those who could read his paintings, and there were clair- 
vYoyant theologians abroad in Florence, could make of them 
What they would. Painted music is. less understandable 
than painted heresy. | 

Matteo Palmieri is reported to have dragged Botticelli 
int6 dark corners of disbelief; there was in the Medicean 
days a cruel order of intelligence that delighted to toy with 
the vital faith and ideals of the young. A nature like 
Botticelli’s, which frankly surrendered to new ideas if they 
but"wore the mask of subtlety, no doubt was swept away 
in the eddying cross currents of Florentine intellectual 
moVements. Mere instinct never moved, him from his 
Moral anchorage, for he was a sexless sort of man. 

Always the vision! He did not palter with the voluptu- 
Trivolities of his fellow artists, yet his canvases are 
feverishly disquieting. The sting of the flesh is remote. 
Love is transfigured, though not spiritually, and not 
Served to us as a barren parable, but made more intense 
by the breaking down of the thin partition between the 
Sexes; a consuming emotion, not quite of this world nor 
the next.

HERE is music, too, in the “ Anadyomene ”" of the

her hieratic pose, its modesty symbolic, the hair that ser- | 


pentines about her foam-born face, thin shoulders that 
slope into delicious arms; the Japanese group blowing tiny 
gemlike buds with their puffed out cheeks; the rhythmic 
female on tiptoe offering her mantle to Venus, and envelop- 
ing all are vernal breezes, the wind that weeps in little 
corners, unseen, yet sensed, on every inch of the picture— 
what are these mundane things but the music of an art, 
original at its birth, and never since reborn? The larger, 
simpler, curved rhythms of the greater men, Michelangelo, 
Da Vinci, Shakespeare, Beethoven, are not in Botticelli. 
But his voice is irresistible. 


Modern as is his spirit, as modern as Watteau, Chopin, or 
Shelley, he is no less ethereal; ethereal and also realistic. 
We can trace his artistic ancestry; but what he became no 
man could have predicted. Technically, as one critic has 
written, “he was the first to understand the charm of sil- 
houettes, the first to linger in expressing the joining of 
the arm and body, the flexibility of the hips, the roundness 
of the shoulder, the elegance of the leg, the little shadow 
that marks the springing of the neck, and, above all, the 
carving of the hand”; but even more he understood “is 
prestige insolent des init yeux.” 

Pater found his color cold and cadaverous, “and yet the 
more you come to understand what imaginative coloring 
really is, that all color is no mere delightful quality of nat- 
ural things, but a spirit upon them by which they be- 
come expressive to the spirit, the better you like this pe- 
culiar quality of color.” Bernard Berenson goes further. 


To him the entire canvas,“ Venus Rising from the Sea,” 


presents us with the quintessence of all that is pleasurable 
to our imagination of touch and movement. 3 
The vivid appeal to our i tlle sense, the life-communi- 
cating motion is always there. And writing of the “ Pal- 
las” in the Pitti galleries, he most eloquently declares: 
“As to the hair—imagine shapes having the supreme life 
of line you may see in the contours of licking flames and 
yet possessed of all the plasticity of something which 
caresses the hand that models it to its own desire!” And, 
after speaking of Botticelli’s stimulating line, he continues: 
“ Imagine an art made up entirely of these quintessences of 
movement values and you will have something that holds 
the same relation to representation that music holds to 
speech—and this art exists-and is called lineal decora- 
tion. In this art of arts Sandro Botticelli may have had 
rivals in Japan and elsewhere in the east, but tn Europe 
never! He is the greatest master of lineal design 
that Europe ever had.” 
* 

JAIN, painted music; not the sounding symbolism of 

‘the emotions, but the abstract music of design. 

Nevertheless, the appeal of Botticelli 1s also auditive. 
Other painters have spun more intricate, more beautiful 
webs; have made more sensuous color-music; but the subtle 
sarabands of Botticelli they have not composed. Here is 
a problem for the psychiatrist. In paint, manifestations of 
this order could be set down to mental lesion; that is how 
Maurice Spronck classifies the sensation. He studied it in 
the writings of the Goncourts and Flaubert. 

The giant of Croisset told the Goncourts that to him 

“ Salammbo” was purple and “ L’Education Sentimentale ” 
gray, Carthage and Paris. A characteristic fancy. But 
why is it that scientific gentlemen, who predicate genius 
as eye-strain, do not reprove poets for their sensibility to 
the sound of words, to the shape and cadence of the phrase? 


- It would appear that only prosemen are the culpable ones 


if they overhear the harping of invisible harps from Ibsen’s 
Steeplejacks, or describe the color of the thoughts of Zara- 
thustra. In reality, not one but thousands of people listen 


in the chill galleries of Florence to the sweet, nervous music | 


of Botticelli. 

This testimony of the years is for the dissenters to ex- 
plain. 
Botticelli, has literally created an audience which learned 
to use its eyes as he did, fantastically and extravagantly. 


‘He passed through the three stages dear to arbitrary 
criticism. Serene in his youthful years, troubled, volup- 


tuous, and visionary during the Medicean period; somber, 


mystic, a convert to Savonarola at the end. He traversed | 


through a great crisis not untouched. Certain political as- 
sassinations and the Pazzi consptracy hurt him to the quick. 
He noted the turbulence of Rome and Florence, saw behind 
the gayly tinted arras of the renaissance the ainister figures 
of supermen and criminals, He never married. When 
Tommaso Soderini begged him to take a wife he responded: 
“The other night I dreamed I was married. I awoke in 
such horror and chagrin that I could not fall asleep again.

She was discovered 
by her mistress, who was herself a writer, and her story 
was placed with a publisher. Jean Roy prefers to remain 
a domestic and to use her spare time in writing to accept- 
ing the alluring offers of a literary life which “‘ The Field 
of the Fatherless” have brought her. 

“Songs and Poems” [Scribners], is John Jay Chapman's 
chaplet of verse.

The manual training course offers 
woodwork, including shop work, black- 
smithing, foundry and pattern work, 
mechanical and free hand drawing. 
Besides these course are physics, geom- 
etry, history, civics, and biology. 

The household economics course cov- 
ers household science and household 
arts, and in addition English, geometry, 
history, civics, and physics. The choice 
of biology, zodlogy, or botany is of- 
fered. 

The industrial arts eradated course 
includes psychology, graphic arts, in- 
dustrial arts; general exercises, and 
shop work. Design, bookbinding, ad- 
vanced textiles, figure lettering, and 
the planning, decoration, and main- 
tenance of the house are all taken up 
in this coursé 5 

The elementary and kindergarten 
training course includes arts, graphic 
and industrial; psychology, ethics, 
physical education, science, mathe 
matics and geography, practice teach- 
ing, music, general exercises, chorus, 
and field science. 

In the oral instruction course for the 
deaf there is speech teaching, aural 
science, and special methods of teach- 
ing the deaf as practiced in Chicago 
and elsewhere. 

All of these courses train-directly for 
the teaching. profession, and the col- 
lege and the practice schools are 
brought into close working relations 
with a genuine connection established 
between them. 

There are three practice schools, the 
Parker Practice, at Sixty-eighth street 
and Stewart avenue; the Hatnes Prac- 
tice, at Twenty-third place, near Went- 
worth avenue, and the Carter Practice, 
at Michigan avenue and Fifty-eighth 
street. Students who are eligible to 
practice teaching are assigned for a 
term to different teachers and classes 
in these schools. Students teach in the 
morning, and in the afternoon the 
classes art taught by critic teachers, so 
that the students have the advantages 
of actual practice as well.asof watch- 
ing superior teachers in their manage- 
ment of children from the kinder- 
garten to the eighth grads. 

Effort is made in the working out 
of this arrangement to reduce the tend 
ency of a practice school to become 
merely an experimental station, and, 
on the other hand, to increase the ef- 
ficiency of elementary education. 


Frequently I am asked by. prospect- 


ive high school graduates, “ Shall I gd 


to some business college and fit my- 
self for the business world or shal] 
I go to normal and become a teach- 
er?” It is impossible to attempt to 
answer such a question impersonally 
and without a knowledge of the indi- 
vidual asking it. One should be gov- 
erned largely by inclination and in- 
herent ability. As in the case of law, 
er medicine, or the ministry, so in 
teaching, it is a profession which de- 
mands a certain type of mind and a 
certain temperament, and those to 
whom it appeals will find many re- 
wards awaiting them in the field. 

Some fifteen years ago the Chicago 
Normal school moved into its new 
building and devoted itself to furnish- 
ing facilities for the preparation of 
teachers in the academic, subjects and 
in the arts, graphic, manual, and in- 
dustrial. 


Besides this public normal school in 
the city maintained by the board of 
education there are private normal 
schools and normal technical schools 
which prepare students for the teach- 
ing of the vocational subjects particu- 
larly, for domestic science teaching, 
for physical education, for domestic 
art, and for instruction in music and 
drawing. 

Besides teaching positions these nor- 
mal schools in many instances train 
their students for other lines of work, 
The courses which they offer include 
such work as diatetics, institutional 
management, arts and crafts, munict- 
pal playground directorship, and com- 
mercial designing.

I noticed something in your columns 
recently about putting asbestos under 
the hood of an automobile in order to 
keep the engine heat from destroying 
the polish on the outside. I would be 
glad to have you advise how this as- 
bestos would be fastened on the bot- 
tom of each side of the hood.

it is necessary to have the heads of a few 
rivets or bolts protrude through the metal, 
but this offers no urfsightly appearance if 
\the job is done well and with neatness. The 
| heads of the bolts or the rivets can be 
touched up with enamel or paint and their 
presence will not be noticed. Referring to 
the illustration, it is seen that metal strips 
offer the support for the asbestos. The 


asbestos should-be about three-sixteenths inch 
in thickness. and of the kind that is flexible 
and capable of being rolled to any desired 
shape. The sheet asbestos Known to the 
trade as transite will not do, because it is too 
stiff, resembling very much ordinary cement.

The rings now are taken one at a 
time and fitted into their respective 
grooves.

This is done by rubbing the ring over 
an abrasive such as emery cloth or 
enéry dust and oil. The abrasive. is 
placed on a level plate and the ring 
erried over it with one hand; or a 
block of wood may be used. Lap only a 
little at a time and after each lapping 
cean the ring carefully in gasoline, 
iry it and try it in the groove again— 
backward, as before. If it may be 
rolled around with much difficulty it 
may be Slipped over the piston into 
its groove for another test. 


To slip the ring in place use three 
pleces of an old saw blade or similar 
metal pleces to act as skids. Hold one 
kid against the side of the piston and 
slip the ring over that skid, then while 
tt ts caught in that position slip an- 
other skid between piston and ring. 
Move the second skid about one-third 
around the piston. Then a third skid 
may be slipped In place and the ring 
slipped down over the three. 
After the ring is seated in its groove 
grasp it firmly with one hand and 
move it around three or four complete 
turns.
